Fort  Wayne  milk  order  in  December  1963,  will  recei've”*a^m^i^^n  Uniform  price 
of  $4,03  per  hundredwceight  for  milk  testing  3.57,.  k butterfat  differential 
of  7.1  cents  for  each  one  tenth  of  one  percent  that  individual  tests 
vary  above  or  below  the  3,57>  standard  will  be  used.  This  minimum  price  is 
subject  to  a 4 cent  per  hundredweight  marketing  service  deduction  and  author- 
ized hauling  charges  „ The  computation  of  the  minimuin  blend  price  is  shown 
on  page  5 and  the  class  prices  on  page  4, 

The  $4,03  price  for  December  1963,  is  44  cents  below  the  November  1963 
price,  but  5 cents  above  the  December  1962  price. 


PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 


Approved  producers  shipped  20,807,659  pounds  of  mi Ik  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
market  during  December  1963,  of  which  15,628,927  pounds  or  75. IX  was 
utilized  in  Class  I by  18  pool  handlers.  Production  was  up  6.4X  from 
November  1963,  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was  up  1.0':1  frori 
November  1963 . 

JANUARY  CLASS  I PRICE  sS4.36 

$1..20  was  added  to  the  December  basic  formula  price  of  $3.16  (Wisconsin- 
Minnesota  Series)  to  establish  the  Fort  Wayne  Class  I price  for  January, 

This  price  of  $4,36  is  identical  with  the  December  Class  I price. 

OUTLOOK  FOR  DAIRY  PRODUCTS  IN  1964 

Production  will  equal  1963  levels,  commercial  demand  probably  will 
increase  less  than,  the  population,  and  excess  dairy  products  will  continue 
to  move  to  the  Commodity  Credit  Corporation,  Prices  to  dairy  farmers  and 
to  consumers  will  average  about  the  same  as  a year  earlier.  Gash  receipts 
from  faxrner's  sales  of  dairy  products  are  likely  to  increase  slightly  over 
1963  in  line  with  larger  marketings.  Offsetting  near-record  cash  receipts 
to  dairymen  will  be  the  rising  production  costs. 

This  outlook  is  based  on  continuation  of  the  present  dairy  support 
program  with  supports  at  75  percent  of  parity.  However,  milk  production, 
marketings,  consumption,  prices  and  farmers*  returns  from  dairying  in  1964 
will  be  affected  by  the  kind  of  dairy  program  that  arises  from  proposals 
now  being  considered  by  Congress,
